It is but another lesson of the neglect of 
villages to provide any kind of fire protec 
tion. A good ladder and a few pails of 
water applied when first sceu would have 
saved the church. Yarker, like Sydenham 
lies under high bills, with abundance of 
water close by, and a reservoir served bv a 
windmill, would afford not ooly ample fire 
protection, but could become a water-works 
service to ibe villagers. Not even a 
strong book and cable is to be fonnd in 
any of theso village! to pull down a half- 
burnt building.

A Nervous Baby's Bath.—A simpU 
expedient for overcoming the fear of 
the bath which afflict* some nervous 
children is to cover the bath *ith a 
sheet and then lower tbs little 
into the water, sheet and all.

The prospect of a settlement of the 
crisis in western Europe turns gener¬ 
al attention once more to the slow 
but terrifld drama which is approach¬ 
ing its culmination In Russia. Every 
insurrectionary development, from 
the f?t. Petersburg outbreak in 
January to the surrender of the rebel 
battleship in tho Black Sea demon¬ 
strates what has been clearly pointed 
out that a successful revolution in 
Russia cannot come from tho masses, 
whether armed or unarmed. 

There is no cohesion among the 
Russian people. Generations of tho 
knout have cowed their spirit and 
reduced their intelligence. Tho coun¬ 
try is too vast, the means of com¬ 
munication too limited anil the 
available weapons of repression still 
too strong for any concerted move¬ 
ment toward emancipation by the 
masses themselves to succeed or even 
to gain 

A SYSTEMATIC BEGINNING. 
Nevertheless a radical change in 
the Russian Government is inevitable 
and imminent. Even tho reactionaries 
who control the Czar most of the 
time recognize this fact. They believe 
that the present condition of virtual 
anarchy in many parts of the em¬ 
pire is due to lapses from the policy 
of relentless oppression on the part 
of the unhappy ruler. It is said that 
they are convinced there is still a 
chance of success in stamping out 
popular discontent by wholesale vio¬ 
lence. and hence the reports of a plot 
to remove tho Czar, who Is hopeless¬ 
ly weak. 

An attempt to usurp the throno 
and reduce Russia to submission in 
tho present condition of things would 
result In unparalleled bloodshed and 
a long reign of terror, whether it 
succeeded or failed. On the other 
hand, those leaders of the bureau¬ 
cracy who believe it advisable to 
compromise with the popular demand 
for a constitution and national legis¬ 
lature are said to recognize the iu- 
cessity for a strong ruler on the 
throne or otherwise the Liberals will 
soon gain full control and the whole 
present system will be doomed.

He of Leicester Has Many Claims 
to Fame.

There is a 
difference in age of close on half a 
century between his eldest daughter, 
Lady Powerscourt, and his youngest 
sun. He is at once a great-grand¬ 
father several times over and the 
proud father of a boy of eleven. Per¬ 
haps, however, the most astonishing 
thing about the earl’s family history 
is the fact that he married his second 
wife, the present countess, exactly 
100 years after his futher married 
his first. Lord Ronald Gower once 
mentioned the amazing fact to Queen 
Victoria, who was pretty well posted 
on the family history of the peerage, 
but it so staggered her that she re¬ 
fused to believe it without docu¬ 
mentary Jiroof. 

The Earl of Leicester is a notable 
example of the good results of the 
simple life—the real simple life; that 
is. not that counterfeit of which self- 
approving votaries write to the 
paper*. When well, on an.v fine day 
be might be encountered on one of 
the fields of bi.s estate clad in a suit 
of rough tweeds, with gun on shoul¬ 
der. A true spartsmau. he believes 
in the sport thut gives the game a 
chance—not that form of slaughter 
so popular among the British aristo¬ 
cracy in which an army of beaters 
drive the birds on the guns.

He claims to be a competent 
aDd experienced man, and would expect $15 
week as a start. Filed for fatare refer¬ 
ence. 

A communication was read from Thos. 
Symington asking that the matter of the 
payment of the canning /aotory land be at¬ 
tended to. He also returned the North 
Fredericksbnrgn subscription list in refer¬ 
ence to this matter and said he fonnd it 
impossible to collect the amounts. Laid 
on the table until later in the evening. 

Mr. Robert Boyea aDd others petitioned 
the council in’referenoe to the removal of 
surface water lying on the side of the road 
along the sooth side of Isabella street and 
the east side of East street.

In the other end of the tomb were 
rnuny stuull objects, among them 
seven pairs of sandals, one of stamp- 
id leather, the rest of papyrus. One 
pair was gilded. Chairs of finest 
make, wondeful boxes, wooden 
things with the paint as brilliant 
us it was in the days of long ago. 
were also there. Although many sin¬ 
gle finds have been as excellent as 
the individual objects from this 
tomb, no such collection of artistic 
workmanship has ever been brought 
together for modern men to see. The 
chariot, in completeness and beauty 
of form, is unique. Even the wooden 
tires on its six-spoked wheels are 
still thcio Tho collection will cer¬ 
tainly add much to the world’s know- 
)<dge of the history and customs of 
the Eighteenth Dynusty, and will 
also enlurge the current conception 
of the artistic taste and the skill of 
workmanship of the ancient Egyp¬ 
tians. For the story-writer who de¬ 
sires an uccurate picture of the ac¬ 
couterments of royulty in that epoch 
it will be invaluable. 

Au interesting fact in connection 
with the discovery is that the tomb 
had evidently been visited last by 
robbers in the age to which it be¬ 
longed, and that thu marauders had 
been frightened away before they 
had obtained more than, possibly, 
what store of solid gold and silver 
the tomb may have contained, ^or 
some treasure of precious stones.

Should the taster’s trained palate 
detect the particular acrid flavor 
that distinguishes a poison-fed snail, 
the entire batch from which it come* 
is dumped into a vat half-lilled withi 
brnn, and there left for a month at 
least. By the end of that time the 
snails have purified themselves, and 
th v nrc then fattened up again on

‘China people all wake up! Aaleep 
before/' said Hoy Jan, who has just 
returned to Toronto from a visit to 
his home in Canton Province. “O, 
many changes in my country. Free 
schools there now and Chinamen cut¬ 
ting off queues. 

‘I cut mine off in Yokohama. You 
like it?" 

Being assured that the curtailmont 
was an improvement and urged to 
tell something of the changes in 
China, he explained that, instead of 
paying from $2 to $20 a year for 
tuition, the schools were now free. 

BROADENING OUT. 

“Chair, house, stove and teacher 
just like English," he declared, “and 
teach pupils 'bout England, Japan, 
Scotland and other countries. 

“When I seven years old I go to 
common school six years. That cost 
three dollars year. 

“Then when I thirteen I go high 
school for four years That six dol¬ 
lars year. All that time just teach 
me read and write Chinese and tell 
me China history." 

When asked if it was customary for 
Chinese children to be kept in school 
ten years, he said, “Some go fiftoeu 
or twenty. Not many. Most go 
three, four, live years. Lura Chong 
go eight years," he added, indicating 
a friend who accompanied him, “and 
they only teach him read and write." 

LONG SCHOOL HOLTRH. 

“We had to take own chair and 
own table to our school." supple¬ 
mented Lum Chong, “and go school 
seven o'clock in morning and stay 
till dark. Summer time we go home 
supper and come back." 

“Different now," explained Hoy 
Jan “Go like English. More girls 
go school, too. 

“In Fat San there’s newspaper run 
by women.

THE CHZVSSE DOCTOR. 

How Ha Hake* Examinations and 
Administer* Medicines. 

The method of treating tick per¬ 
sons adopted by Chinese doctors in 
some cities is similar to that of the 
other physicians of the United States 
and those of Great Britain, says 
Chamber's Journal. They depend 
much, however, on the examination 
of the pulse. Their sense of touch is 
so wonderfully developed that it is 
said they can determine the condition 
of the heart aa well as some of the 
other organs merely by tho feeble¬ 
ness or strength of the beats; but 
they say there are no less than 
twelve different movement# of the ar¬ 
teries in the human body, all of 
which can be detected by feeling the 
lingers, wrist and arm. 

When a patient calls on him for ex¬ 
amination the doctor first presses 
the arm, wrist and lingers, touching 
nearly every part. Sometimes ten or 
fifteen minutes is occupied with this 
examination. Then he may ask If 
the patient is married or single, and 
also his age; but this is about the 
limit of the examination. Apparent¬ 
ly he can tell the nature of the dis¬ 
ease without questioning further, and 
if the caller wishes a prescription he 
writes one in the ordinary Chinese 
characters on a generous sized square 
of paper. 

Ringing a bell, he hands the pre¬ 
scription to the Chinese attendant 
who enters, for each physician has 
his own shop, lilled with the ingred¬ 
ients which he uses in treatment. If 
ho has a large practise he may em¬ 
ploy a native chemist, who makes 
up the prescription. 

One of tho curious features of Chin¬ 
ese medical treatment is the way in 
which the physicians administer their 
remedies.

An American Intends Making Ef¬ 
forts to Locate it, 

A treasure-hunting concession has 
been secured from the Government of j 
the Republic of Costa Rica by Aug¬ 
ust J. Oissler, an American. It gives 
him the right to explore Cocos Is¬ 
land for buried treasure' for a period 
of two years. 

The island comprises about twenty 
thousand acres, and lies oil thej 
coast of Costu Rica. Tradition says; 1 
that Henry Morgan, the buccaneer, 
buried gold ami silver to the value 
of £4,000,000 on tho island and 
never returned for it. 

The story of the buried treasure 
hap been generally known for years, 
and several attempts have been made 
to locate it. Dp to this time all at¬ 
tempts have been unsuccessful. 

Gissler bus been living on tho is- 
]uticl for several years past, und It 
is said thut he made some discover¬ 
ies which led him to believe thut 
the story of the buried riches was 
correct. 

He suddenly made a trip to the 
cupitul of Costu Rica, entered into 
negotiations with tho Government 
authorities, and secured the conces¬ 
sion by pledging the Government a 
tin id part of the treasure in the 
eveut he found it. 

Since securing the concession Oiss¬ 
ler has made ro trip to the United 
States, and wjhlle there purchased 
magnetic ore finders. drills, and 
other apparatus He has returned to 
the island, und is now ready to start 
work. 

A number of workmen engaged by 
Oissler have gone to the island from 
Costa Rica. 

It is said that the treasure buried 
by Morgan wus taken from Spanish 
tieusure ships en route from Mexico 
to Spain, und was in bars of gold 
and silver.

PBOBABLE JAPAHBSE PUIS 

Will Try to Get a Large Force Behind 
the Russians- 


JAPS PLAN INVASION. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
••y*: A despatch to the Novoe Vre- 
mya from Siaediagum says that tm- 
mfense forest liras are raging in the 
neighborhood of Kikolievsk. It Is 
suspected that they were etrated by 
Japanese partisans in the timber 
works to distract attention from an 
invasion, which it is believed is pro¬ 
jected from the northern coast of 
&aghai<en. 

Nokolaicvsk is at the mouth of the 
Amur Hiver, which reaches the sea 
about 800 miles north of Vladivo- 
stock. Tho threatened invasion leads 
to interesting speculation an to the 
probable -Japanese pluns. The Amur 
is easily navigable from Nikolaievsk 
h|o Khabarovsk where the Ussuri 
[•liver enters it. The Usuri is navig¬ 
able to the southward for 253 miles, 
or about half way to Vladivostock. 
There hi also a railway from Khab- 
aro\ek to Vladivostock. 

About 1G0 miles west of Khabaro¬ 
vsk the Sungari Hives* flows into the 
Amur ond is regularly navigated l;y 
steamers from its mouth for 050 
miles, passing close to the important 
City of Harbin and on to Petuna. 
Beyond Petuna smaller boats use the 
ri v er ns far an Kirin, near which the 
Russian array stopped after its re¬ 
treat from Mukden. 

From the fact that a collection of 
junks is with the Japanese torpedo 
boats, it may be surmised that it is 
the plan to use these navigable riv¬ 
ers in on attempt to get a large 
force behind the Russian army. The 
various attempts of the Japanese to 
accomplish this by flanking move¬ 
ments have fuiled. The Amur is 
also an Important trade channel from 
May to October, during which time 
only the river is nat igable. 

VLADIVOSTOCK IS INVESTED. 

A despatch from London says: A 
news agency despatch from St. Pet¬ 
ersburg says thut the latest de¬ 
spatches from lien. Linevitch, the 
Commander-in-Chief in Manchuria, 
report that the Japanese are com¬ 
pletely investing Vladivostock. 

Disaffection continues to spread 
among the troops, and it would be 
folly to s -nd them home while they 
are in their present frame of mind, 
lie would not answer for the conse¬ 
quences If an early peace were de¬ 
clared. 

MANY BUILDINGS BURNED. 

A despatch from To 1 io says: An 
eye-witness of the Japanese bombard¬ 
ment of Karsakorgh. wires that the 
Russian forts were silenced on July 
7, after the exchange of a very few 
shots. The piers, warehouses, and 
other buildings were set on tire, and 
the'eonfrugrut ion was reflected by the 
foggy atmosphere, converting the 
sky into one mass of blood-red color. 
The Japanese urmv landed amidst 
the fire, which was fast spreading to 
the forts. '1 h • infantry quickly cal>- 
tured the forts, from the tops of 
which the bewildered inhabitants 
were seen fleeing in every direction, 
carrying what „ property they could 
remove, 'ihe tires were not subdued 
for over 48 hours. 

The sunken Russian cruiser Novlk, 
which was destroyed bv the Japan¬ 
ese at Kaisakorak last August, and 
the ruined town *m«J forts are sad 
witnesses of the rapidity with which 
destruction is wrought in modern 


ovsk, Saghalier. The Russians fired 
only three or four shells in reply to 
the Japanese bombardment. They 
then blew up the fort and magazines 
and set fire to the Jetties and bar¬ 
racks. The Japanese found that the 
heavy guns In the fort were not 
damaged. The evacuation of tho 
town was carried out in a most dis¬ 
orderly manner. The troops and 
citizens, in mingled confusion, fled 
from the place, carrying their belong¬ 
ings with them, as the invaders came 
in sight. It is stated that numbers 
of tho Russians looted and set lire 
to houses. The city burned for two 
days and a half, and is now a vast 
ruin. The Russian troops consisted 
of 3,000 infantry, artillery, and en¬ 
gineers, including volunteers. ^ 

OFFICERS BLAMED. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says: A long imperial rescript was 
published on Thursday, addressed to 
Admiral Dirilefl on his appointment 
j to succeed Admiral Avcllan as Mln- 
I istcr of Marine. It points out that 
: a succession of 'lisasters has made 
it impossible for the naw to assist 
the -army. It acknowledges the 
energy shown by Admiral BinlefT dur¬ 
ing the fll'ing out of the second and 
: third Pacific squadrons. 

I "'Ihe recent shocking events in the 
Hlack Sea." the rescript says, "prove 
total ln*n-*ss of discipline among the 
I crews, and indifference to their duties 
on the I "art of the officers in immedi¬ 
ate command.” 

'J*ho Czar entrusts to Admiral Biri- 
i IcfT the duty of strengthening the 
discipline of the navy, improving the 
1 personnel of its officers, assuring the 
defence of the Russian coasts, and 
| gradually reconstructing the navy.

Canadians Do Not Comply With 
Requirement*. 

A despatch from Ottawa says*-—Mr. 
A. McNeill, chief of the fruit division 
of the Deportment of Agriculture, 
gave evidence on Thursday morning 
before the Committee on Agriculture 
on the timely subject of fruit pack¬ 
ages and fruit packing for the home 
market and distant markets respect¬ 
ively. Mr. McNeill said there is an 
enormous loss every year In Canada 
on fruit, owing to neglect to pick in 
a proper state of ripenees to suit the 
distance of transportation, farmers 
usually allowing the fruit to remain 
too long on the vines and trees. 
Failure to cool the fruit on tho farm 
and to ship in cold storage and to 
, assort fruits in uniform sizes uud 
| put them in proper packages aro also 
sources of loss to Canadian fruit- 
! growers 

I He declarod that Winnlpog mer¬ 
chants were refusing to take Cuna- 
I dian fruit, preferring the American, 
because it is better packed. More¬ 
over. ho declared that the Americans 
used better business methods in plac¬ 
ing their product on the market. He 
Recommended Ontario and Quebec 
growers to adopt the same box as Is 
generally used in the West.

FIGHT WITH A SHARK. 

Man-Eating Monster Killed at 
False Creek, B. C. 

A despatch from Vancouver says:— 
The most vicious fish that ever came 
out of tho sea in the waters adjacent 
to British Columbia was the shark 
' which was killed the other night at 
tho mouth of False Creek. The fish 
( had chased eight-year-old Harry Men- 
zics ashore. Fortunately for the 
boy Harry Dusen berry was wading 
1 close by, and when the boy rushed 
^veiling to land the man seized a 
i handy pike pole and stabbed the 
shark in the flank. The fish turned 
its formidable dentistry upon the 
man and promptly received the pike 
polo down Its throat. When the 
measurements were taken it was 
found that the pole went eight feet 
into the shark. The shark was over 
eleven feet long, weighed 1,100 lbs., 
was probably ten years old, and 
came from Hawaii in tho wake of tho 
Australian steamer Mtowern. It took 
twenty men to haul it out of the 
water above the reach of high tide. 
Captain Anderson of this city, who 
has sailed the seven seas, says it is 
undoubtedly a shark of the genuine 
man-eating Hawaiian variety.

MORE INDEMNITY.

Colonel L. A. Wn\ldell writes: “Ono 
curious result of the cold should ho 
mentioned here- na/nely, its effect upon 
the speech of the people. A peculiar¬ 
ity of the language fcf^tho Tibetans, in 
common with the ItusWns and most 
arctic nations, is the remarkably few 
vowels In their words and the extraor¬ 
dinarily large number of consonants. 
For example, the Tibetan name for 
Blkhlin is Ilhrasljongs. Indeed, so full 
of consonants are Tibetan words that 
most of them could be articulated with 
almost seinielosed mouth, evidently 
from the enforced necessity 1o keep the 
lips closed as far as possible against 
the cutting cold when speaking.”
